fice to s 3^.'^ place than Geneva 
but whenever the suggestion was 
made it always was rejected. When 
the invasion of France was welt 
under way and Switzerland was 
nearly surrounded by the Axis 
Powers the International Labour 
Office was forced to move to 
France. Then, finally, the members 
of this institution decided to leave 
Europe because any hope for carry- 
ing on their work had been taken. 

•American Universities offered to 
receive the members and promised 
to make any arrangements. About 
the middle of August The Gazette 
announced that the International 
Labour Office had agreed to accept 
Principal Dr. James' invitation to 
settle at McGill University. To- 
wards the end of August the first 
members had arrived in Canada 
and established themselves in room 
13 in the Arts Building. The Labour 
Office now moved to the Faculty 
Club to go on with its important 
work there.

Working under the pressure of 
re-organization for wartime mili- 
tary training, the Registrar has be- 
gun to take official count of the 
number of students a: McGi'.l this 
session. Owing to i.ite arrivals jnd 
changes, the final count can.-.ot be 
given, though it seems indicated 
that the university will this session 
carry very much the same registra- 
tion as last year. 

Because of the fact that the re- 
vised curriculum- in Medicine is in 
full oper.ition. the rejtistratioa is 
less than last year.

Blenfaiig began his pastime as 
'smell collector" some five or six 
years ago, and In that time contrl- 
bullons have come from all parts 
of the United Stales and many for- 
eign eotinlrles.

friends, some came from persons 
engaged In the same type of work 
as Blenfang and whom he knows 
('Illy through correspondence, and 
olhers Blenfang collected for him-

The ".miells" aren't really Just 
that and nothing more, but are oils 
and aromatics which the associate 
professor preserves Jn small vials. 

He humorously describes some of 
Ihem by such pet names as "Bar- 
bershop." and "Saturday Night," 
the latter of course referring to 
cheap loliel lotions and perfumes 
used by many persons after that 
all-Important weekly session with 
the soap and water.

None of Ihe odors are of the 

obnoxious or asphyxiating type, 
mainly because Blenfang doesn't 
like "bad smelling things." 

Most of the bottled "scenlages" 
are used by students in pharmacog- 
nosy, as a part ol the elasswork Is 
based on the identification of cer- 
tain drugs by smelling them. Char- 
acteristics of the odors are: (I) 
strength, (2) tone, (3) clarity, (4) 
persistency, and (5) esthetic effect. 

The collection, which Blenfang 
values at approximately $200, re- 
cently was publicized in a story by 
the Associated Press and a major 
national magazine. Since the ar- 
ticles appeared, he has received 
many letters from persons inter- 
ested in similar collections.

Blenfang considers his "oil of 
roses," which now retails for about 
fl2 an ounce, the most expensive of 
the collection, but its odor is not
